What started as a summer project. has now bidssonsed 


‘into a business for 12- ~year-old Laura Warren. 


The East Jordan seventh- -grader, an avid reader and 
writer herself, noticed there were very few outlets for 
young people to have their written work published, so she 
decided to offer a publication just for kids. 

“I made the magazine so kids could get published,” 
explained Laura. 

She enlisted friends and passed out flyers, and soon she 
collected several contributions to her project. She did lots 
of foot work and mail work, sending her flyers to schools 
and newspapers across the region. 

All that work really paid off when an Ellsworth middle 
school teacher decided to make contributing to the project 
a class assignment! 

‘With about 13 submissions, Laura felt ready to go 
forward with the publication. She decided it would be in 
magazine form, and named it Kreative Kidz. 

To put such an ambitious enterprise together was an 
imposing job, but Laura did it mostly on her own. The 
support she did receive (along with some typing help) came 
from her mom Karen Donaldson, through the auspices of 
Discovery Press, a desk top publishing service Donaldson 
runs from her home. 

Laura quickly learned the facts of life as a business 
woman ~ especially when it came to costs, so Donaldson 
agreed to sponsor the project for one year only. 

“The first issue lost $70,” noted Donaldson. “But it was 
a learning experience.” 

Laura designed the magazine on paper, then went to the 
IBM publishing software on her mom’s computer for 
production. After printing 100 copies of the first issue, 
Laura hand stapled, and peddled the magazine, persuading 
two local businesses— Book Nook in Central Lake, and The 
Eclectic in East Jordan — to carry the finished product for 
$3, 

Laura now has two issues under her belt and is working 
on the third. The fall Kreative Kidz attracted 12 Ellsworth 
authors, three from East Jordan, and submissions from as 
far away as Mancelona, Beulah, and Holt:

non-fiction articles, some with illustrations, and other 
artwork. Some of the pages have full color. 

Laura plans to continue the magazine even after her 
Discovery Press sponsorship ends with next aoe sum- 
mer issue. 

“T hope to find sponsors to help cover costs,” she ex- 
plained. “I'll approach different businesses and ask them to 
help.” 

“Paper and print costs are very expensive,” Laura added, 
with the air of a veteran in the business. 

Like any business owner, Laura intends to succeed, and 
continue growing. For the contributing authors and artists, 
Kreative Kidz is “a nice little keepsake,” as Donaldson 


noted. But for Laura, the magazine is a growing enterprise. 
“I feel like I’m running my own business,” said the 
young editor. “Like I’m accomplishing something impor-

Prepare for safe firearm deer season 


Dawn today (Nov. 15) marks the opening of the 1995 
firearm deer season, and the Department of Natural Re- 
sources is reminding hunters to use caution in the field and 
handle firearms safely to avoid tragic accidents. 

“Michigan has more land open to public hunting than any 
state in the eastern half of the United States,” DNR Director 
Mike Moore said, ““We’re fortunate to have a whitetail deer 
population that’s the envy of hunters everywhere. This 
season is expected to be one of the best in many years, but 
only if hunters observe some basic safety rules that will 
keep them alive and safe through the season.” 

Michigan is one of the safest places to hunt in North 
America; the 1994 firearm deer season was Michigan’s 
safest on record. This good safety record is attributed to 
Michigan’s Hunter Education classes. 

This year, approximately 32,000 young men and women 
successfully completed Michigan Hunter Education classes. 
Hunters born after Jan. 1, 1960 are required to successfully 
complete the class before they can purchase a license to 
hunt. Since it’s inception in the 1960’s, more than 1.2 
million persons have completed these classes in Michigan. 
The goal of the hunter education program is to train 
responsible hunters while further reducing the number of 
firearm and bow accidents. 

This year during the 15-day firearm deer season, nearly 
700,000 hunters will spend tens of million of hours afield 
pursuing whitetail deer in Michigan. Hunters can take 
simple, practical measures to avoid becoming an accident 
statistic. 

- First, make certain you will not be mistaken fora game 


animal. The easiest way is to prominently wear blaze — 


orange as an outer garment. Hunters concealing them- 
selves in a blind should hang or paint blaze orange promi- 
nently on the exterior of the blind. When moving during 
low light conditions, hunters are advised to carry a lighted 
flashlight to alert other hunters to their presence.

@ Hunters should select their hunting partners carefully, 
and refuse to hunt with persons who do not obey the game 
laws or are risk-takers. All too often persons who are 
excessively competitive become involved in hunting acci- 
dents. They seem to feel that they must get the most, the 
best, the biggest or the first. Being over-competitive can be 
a formula for tragedy. 

@ Two-party hunting accidents rarely involve strangers. 
Keep alert to the movements of your hunting partners at all 
times. Expect the unexpected. Do not let a momentary 
lapse in your concentration result in a tragedy. 

@ These are some especially important rules to remem- 
ber when handling firearms: 

* Treat every firearm as if it is loaded. Never touch a 
firearm without checking the chamber for live rounds. 
Never hand a firearm to someone or receive a firearm from 
another person without first checking the chamber and 
magazine. 

+ Always control the muzzle of your firearm. Point it 
safely. The gun’s muzzle should never be pointed at an- 
other person even for an instant. Keep fingers off the trigger 
until you are ready to shoot. Insist that all hunters in your 
group handle firearms carefully and respectfully. Real 
friends do not take chances with the safety of others. 

+ Be certain of your target and what is beyond. Never 
shoot or even point your gun at a movement, a color or a 
sound. Be aware of your surroundings. Look, not only at 
the target, but beyond the target for persons or objects in 
your line of fire. 

Remember these basic guidelines, and have a safe and 
enjoyable firearm deer season in Michigan,
